STATUS OF APPLICATION 



Claims 17-18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated by 
USPN 5,940,451 to Kim (hereinafter, Kim). There is a slight discrepancy in the office 
action: the office action summary states that claims 17 and 18 were rejected, whereas on 
page 2, in paragraph 3, it is stated that claims 17-20 are rejected. Applicants believe that 
the line on page 2, paragraph 3 is an accidental typographical error and are proceeding 
with the response on the belief that only claims 17-18 have been rejected. 

Claims 19-21 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent from including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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
